Prop. 1 loses despite Valley vote 


Lompoc Valley voters gave a 
slight edge to Prop. 1 in Tuesday’s 
election as voters in the rest of 
Santa Barbara County and the state 
went the other way to soundly defeat 
Gov. Heagan’s tax initiative. 
With 99 97 per cent of the state’s 
precincts reporting, the measure 
trailed by 54.01 per cent to 45 99 — 
or 2,284,705 to 1,945,123 votes. 
In Lompoc Valley- or roughly the 


Fourth Supervisorial District — 
balloting 
in 
13 
consolidated 
precincts 
gave 
Reagan’s 
tax 
initiative 3,296 yes votes, to 2,917 no 
votes. 
The vote in Santa Barbara County 
as of 3:45 a.m. today was 36,513 
for, and 29,681 against. The totals 
include absentee ballots. 
A breakdown of the voting in 
Lompoc Valley shows the following 


results in the 13 polling places: Hap- 
good, 242 for, and 217 against; 
Chamber of Commerce office, 318 
for and 248 against; La Honda, 284 
for and 325 against; Fillmore, 212 
for and 251 against; La Canada, 225

And, on a gusty marine terrace 
just north of Avila Beach, the 
parked vehicles of a workforce of 
1,700 glittered below as California's 
third largest construction project 
clatteringly took form around a 
ridged concrete dome that looked 
like a huge Spartan’s helmet. 
The dome was the containment 
structure for the nuclear reactor of 
Unit I, slated to generate 1,060 
million watts of electricity for a 
growing, 
power-squandering 
population in 1975. Beside it, the 
steel ribwork was taking shape for 
Unit 
II, 
a 
second 
reactor, 
engineered to begin turning out 
another 1,156 million watts in 1976. 
The total cost for both would be $665 


million. Diablo was planned to 
eventually become a six unit, 6,000 
million watt site. 
Also, that morning, tourists were 
strolling through and pressing the 
buttons on the exhibits at PG&E's 
glossy Nuclear Information Center, 
a comfy, mod-interior structure 
recently built by the utility next to 
Highway 101 at a cost of well over 


$ 100,000. 


Simplified for the restless eye of 
the tourist, the exhibits touched 
reassuringly on each broad sector of 
the entire nuclear power debate.

Tuesday afternoon for an hour and a 
half discussion on the fuel shortage. 
Nine persons found shot to death in home 


LODI, 
Calif. 
(U PI) -Nine 
persons were found shot to death 
today in a rural home in a mass 
“ execution” apparently connected 
with the burglary of a country store. 
The San Joaquin County sheriff’s 
office said the victims included four 
members 
of 
the 
storekeeper’s 
family, 
babysitter 
and 
her 
boyfriend 
and 
parents 
of 
the 
babysitter. Their bodies were bound 
and gagged and stuffed into a closet. 
Two young children of the Walter 
Parkin family also were found shot 
to death on a bed in the house by a 


roomer at the house early today. 
Authorities found the other seven 
victims, bound, gagged and shot, in 
a closet. 
Sheriff Michael N. Canlis said the 
slayings “ look like the work of a 
madman.” 
. 
“ All these people appear to have 
been executed,” the sheriff said. 
Parkin, 
33, and 
his 
father, 
operated 
the 
United 
Store, 
a 
roadside market. 
Shortly after the bodies were 
discovered, officers found that the 
safe at the United 
Market, 
a 


roadside 
store 
in 
the 
small 
community of Victor, had been 
burglarized. 
The 
market 
was 
operated by Parkin and his father in 
the community 70 miles northeast of 
San Francisco. 


Canlis said it appeared that the 
slayings were connected with the 
burglary of the store. 


The dead were identified as: 
Walter Parkin, 33, the storekeeper 
and owner of the $65,000 home where 
the killings occurred. 
Parkin’s wife, Joanne, 31. 


Lisa Parkin, 11, and Robert, 9, the 
two children whose bodies were 
found on a bed in the large master 
bedroom of the home. 
Debbie Earl, 18, the babysitter, 
who lived a half mile down the road 
from the Parkin home. 
Richard A. Earl, and his wife, 
Wanda, parents of the babysitter. 
Ricky Earl, 15, Debbie’s brother. 
Mark Lang, 20, Lodi, Debbie’s 
boyfriend 
The mass slaying was discovered 
by Carol Jenkins, 18, who worked in 
the Parkin store and lived with the 
family.

Incumbents 
John Bianchin and Arthur Hebei 
were reelected and retail store clerk 
Louis Sanchez apparently won the 
third position on the board by a slight 
margin. Three candidates forming a 
slate 
pledged 
to 
fight 
pro­ 
development policies on the board 
lost out. 
Only two major counties sided 
with 
Reagan, 
San 
Diego 
and 
traditionally conservative Orange. 
Reagan took only 11 of the state’s 58 
counties. 
In Central Coast balloting Ventura 
and San Luis Obispo Counties joined 
Santa Barbara County in voting 
against the initiative.

Reagan said “ People are so cynical

It was the first political defeat 
dealt Reagan by California voters in 
nearly seven years as governor of 
the nation's most populous state 
“ I ’ve been trying to tell Ronald 
Reagan that the people of California 
aren’t stupid and they demonstrated 
again how intelligent they are,” a 
jubilant Moretti told a Los Angeles 
rally. “ Nobody really believed we 
could defeat it.” 
Moretti, at 37, is considered a 
darkhorse 
1974 
Democratic 
gubernatorial contender who staked 
his political career on leading the 
charge against the proposal when 
other party leaders shied away, 
thinking it unbeatable. 
Reagan 
went all-out 
for 
his 
initiative, 
mounting a signature 
collecting campaign to qualify it for 
California’s first special state wide 
ballot in 24 years, devoting full time 
to fall campaigning and soliciting 
$1.4 million from supporters to 
promote it. 
The election was regarded as a 
test of Reagan’s popularity after 
two gubernatorial terms The 62- 
year-old 
former 
actor 
is 
the 
frontrunner in the Gallup Poll for 
the GOP presidential nomination in 
1976. 
One 
opponent, 
Democratic 
Secretary of State Edmund G. 
Brown Jr., called the election “ a 
massive repudiation of both Gov. 
Reagan and the Watergate-riddled 
Republican party.” 


U.S., Egypt 
restore 


relations 


United Press Internationa) 
Egypt and the United States said 
today 
they 
were 
restoring 
diplomatic relations immediately 
and moving toward peace in the 
Middle East But an official Israeli 
military spokesman charged that 
Egypt was preparing its forces to 
resume the war. 
Both Syria and Israel reported 
artillery duels along the Golan 
Heights today and there were minor 
clashes along the Suez Canal front 
where the semiofficial Middle East 
News Agency said the Egyptian 
armed forces had been placed in an 
extreme state of alert. 
Egypt broke relations with the 
United States during the 1967 Six 
Day War with a charge —later 
denied —that the U.S. 6th fleet was 
flying combat missions for Israel. 
The 
resumption was announced 
today after Cairo talks between 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 
Kissinger said after the talks and 
before leaving for Amman and talks 
with Jordan’s King Hussein that 
“ we are moving towards peace.” 
Sadat 
told 
newsmen 
on 
the 
conference on the lawn of the 
presidential palace, “ I agree with 
him.” 
There was no immediate reaction 
from Israel on the “ towards peace” 
statements but shortly afterwards 
Israeli military spokesman Col. 
Nachman Kami told a military 
briefing in Tel Aviv: 
“ In the past hours there were a 
number of statements out of Cairo, 
some 
optimistic 
and 
some 
pessimistic, on the question of the 
resumption 
of 
fighting 
or 
the 
continuation of the cease-fire. 
“ The indications we have are that 
the 
Egyptians 
are 
making 
preparations for the resumption of 
fighting... 
“ The intensity of the situation has 
been aggravated and the Egyptians 
are preparing their forces for a 
resumption of the fighting. When? I 
don’t 
know.” 
He 
would 
not 
elaborate, refusing to tell what the 
indications were or whether the 
Egyptian buildup was evident along 
the immediate cease-fire line. He 
said Tuesday the Egyptian 1st Army 
was moving from Cairo toward the 
Suez Canal front. 
“ We are taking a very grave view 
of the situation,” Kami said. 
He said the assessment of the 


Egyptian stance was made by the 
military command in the past 12 
hours. He would neither confirm nor 
deny the Tuesday reports that the 
Egyptian 1st Army was moving up 
to the front. 
Kami’s pessimistic assessment 
coincided with Washington reports 
that a Soviet weapons airlift to 
Egypt and Syria resumed Tuesday 
after a two-day halt. 


Probe of

nomination Nov. 15, but there was 
speculation these would not be 
finished until early December. 
The Senate committee called in 
Robert N. Winter-Berger, who said 
in his book “ The Washington Pay- 
Off,” that Ford was a patient of a

psychotherapist 
and 
claimed in an affidavit filed with the 
committee that he loaned Ford 
$15,000 which was never repaid 
Ford denied the allegations in two

New threat 


The dire consequences ot a tuel shortage 
were certainly highlighted last week when 
C alifo rn ia’s 
Deputy 
Director 
of 
Agriculture stated that the wheels of 
- California's $6 billion agriculture industry 
could grind to a halt at any time because of 
the critically short supply of diesel fuel. 
Hartzell said the shortage would affect 
the present harvesting of rice, corn, 
sorghum and sugar beets and pose a 
servere threat to winter plowing for all 
spring planting. 
To add to the crisis, Lt. Gov. Ed 
Reinecke predicts that the new federal 
program of fuel allocation will result in 
many school closures because of fuel 
shortages for buses.

Reinecke blames the impending crisis 
on the federal government calling the fuel 
allocation 
program 
a 
classic 
“ bureaucratic foulup." 
Under the federal allocation program 
which went into effect last Thursday, 
states will get monthly amounts of fuel 
equal to the corresponding month of 1972. 
A new state Energy Planning Council 
has been recently formed to seek out 
solutions to the daily, growing fuel crisis. 
It would seem very likely that their first 
attack would be on easing of the federal 
fuel allocation program if such dire 
consequences 
are going to 
result in 
agriculture and schools as the result of the 
program. 


Vindication of detente? 


Poor Mr. Nixon is entitled to such 
satisfaction as he deserves, and the 
other day at the press conference he 
was visibly buoyed by the “ success” 
of his negotiations with the Soviet 
Union. By the vindication of detente. 
If it had not been — the President 
said in effect — for my painstaking 
approaches to the Soviet Union over 
the past year and a half, who knows 
what would 
have happened: 
a 
confrontation 
between American 
and Russian troops in the Mideast 
certainly, and, beyond that, perhaps 
even 
the 
dread 
world 
war. 
Presidents who avoid world wars 
are certainly entitled to public 
gratitude, roughly in proportion as 
their ingenuity was responsible for 
avoiding that war. 
I 
do 
not 
wish 
(here) to disparage 
Mr. Nixon’s man- 
euverings 
of 
last 
week, merely to ask 
whether one should 
leap— as Mr. Nixon 
would have us do — 
to the conclusion 
that detente was the 
cornerstone of last 
week’s success. 
Surely it is reasonable to suppose 
that the Soviet Union does not desire 
a world war. At least not for so long 
as a world war would mean the 
destruction of the Soviet Union. I 
cannot imagine a Soviet leader 
disdaining to pick up the hot line to 
discuss a looming emergency with 
the President of the United States, 
on the grounds that said President 
had not a) recently traveled to 
Russia, 
b) 
recently 
offered 
American wheat for sale, or c) 
recently agreed to another round of 
relative U.S. disarmament. 
We have faced crises with the 
Soviet Union before, and at times 
when the cold war was at its coldest. 
President 
Eisenhower 
landed 
American troops in Lebanon. A year 
or two later Krushchev announced 
his intention of taking Berlin, and 
President Eisenhower announced 
his intention of hanging on to Berlin. 
Meanwhile, 
the leaders of the

President Eisenhower ordered the 
7th Fleet to patrol the relevant 
strait, and, as we all know, Quemoy 
and Matsu are still there. President 
Kennedy ordered Krushchev to take 
his missiles out of Cuba and stuff 
them 
back 
into 
the 
socialist 
motherland, and Khruschev did so. 
It would not have been pleasing, 
for aesthetic reasons, if Presidents 
Eisenhower and Kennedy had, after 
these various crises, called press 
conferences at which they had said: 
If it had not been for the tough line 
taken with the Soviet Union, we’d 
have stood to lose in the offshore 
islands., in Berlin ... in Cuba. 
Mr. Nixon’s contention that the 
Mideast cease-fire is a bloom of 
detente is preposterous. It is a pity 
that the reporters in the room were 
so 
anxious 
to turn 
the press 
conference into an examination of 
Watergate that no one asked the 
primary question, namely: Why did 
we come close to a confrontation 
with 
the Soviet Union 
in the 
Mideast? 
Detente started formally in May 
of 1972, and here we were, November 
of 1973, and the Soviet Union a) 
provisions a war in the Mideast, b) 
threatens to intercede with Soviet 
military, and c) (this is the report 
from 
one 
news 
m agazine), 
threatens physically to destroy the 
State 
of 
Israel, 
to 
whose 
independence the United States is 
formally pledged. 


Now it does not surprise one that 
the Soviet Union was kept from 
carrying out its threats — we still 
have an army, and a navy, and an 
air force. What is surprising, for 
those who believe in detente, is that 
the Soviet Union is still making 
threats. The idea of detente is to 
stop making threats, to stop relying 
on force. Where has the Soviet 
Union shown a disposition to stop 
relying on force? Certainly not in its 
internal policies, where force is the 
routine 
weapon 
routinely 
used 
against disenters. Certainly not in 
its vast empire of satellites, where 
force is the glue that sticks it all 
together. Far from vindicating the 
policy of detente, the events of last 
week proved that the Soviet Union is 
continuing to opportunize in behalf 
of its old imperialistic policies. It is, 
in a word, more of the same. 
The next question to ask the 
President is: if we project the 
relative decrease in our military 
strength over the next five or six 
years, can you assure us that we 
would be in a position to stop the 
Soviet Union in a crisis of this sort? 
And if not, what force is Israel 
going to rely upon, in her next war, 
to contain a Soviet- backed effort to 
destroy her? 
Surely 
the 
Senate 
Foreign 
Relations Committee should, at this 
point, call in representatives of the 
chiefs of staff, and ask them the 
question: if the Soviet Union had 
called our bluff, what would we have 
done about it? It may be that as the 
situation 
gets hotter, 
President 
Nixon gets cooler. But all the while, 
the United States gets weaker. 
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"My horn’s stuck, you idiot!"

U.S., Egypt 
restore 


relations

Egypt and the United States said 
today 
they

restoring 
diplomatic relations immediately 
and moving toward peace in the 
Middle East. But an official Israeli 
military spokesman charged that 
Egypt was preparing its forces to 
resume the war. 
Both Syria and Israel reported 
artillery duels along the Golan 
Heights today and there were minor 
clashes along the Suez Canal front 
where the semiofficial Middle East 
News Agency said the Egyptian 
armed forces had been placed in an 
extreme state of alert. 
Egypt broke relations with the 
United States during the 1967 Six 
Day War with a charge —later 
denied —that the U.S. 6th fleet was 
flying combat missions for Israel. 
The resumption was announced 
today after Cairo talks between 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Henry 
A. 
Kissinger and Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat. 
Kissinger said after the talks and 
before leaving for Amman and talks 
with Jordan’s King Hussein that 
“ we are moving towards peace.” 
Sadat 
told 
newsmen 
on 
the 
conference on the lawn of the 
presidential palace, “ I agree with 
him.” 
There was no immediate reaction 
from Israel on the “ towards peace” 
statements but shortly afterwards 
Israeli military spokesman Col. 
Nachman Kami told a military 
briefing in Tel Aviv: 
“ In the past hours there were a 
number of statements out of Cairo, 
some 
optimistic 
and 
some 
pessimistic, on the question of the 
resumption 
of 
fighting 
or 
the 
continuation of the cease-fire. 
“ The indications we have are that 
the 
Egyptians 
are 
making 
preparations for the resumption of 
fighting... 
“ The intensity of the situation has 
been aggravated and the Egyptians 
are preparing their forces for a 
resumption of the fighting. When? I 
don’t 
know.” 
He 
would 
not 
elaborate, refusing to tell what the 
indications were or whether the 
Egyptian buildup was evident along 
the immediate cease-fire line. He 
said Tuesday the Egyptian 1st Army 
was moving from Cairo toward the 
Suez Canal front. 
“ We are taking a very grave view 
of the situation,” Kami said 
He said the assessment of the 


Egyptian stance was made by the 
military command in the past 12 
hours. He would neither confirm nor 
deny the Tuesday reports that the 
Egyptian 1st Army was moving up 
to the front. 
Kami’s pessimistic assessment 
coincided with Washington reports 
that a Soviet weapons airlift to 
Egypt and Syria resumed Tuesday 
after a two-day halt.

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Food prices drop in October 


WASHINGTON (U PI) - Wholesale food prices 
dropped sharply in October for the second consecutive 
month, but industrial commodity prices rose sharply, 
mainly because of higher fuel costs. 
The Labor Department’s Bureau of Labor Statistics 
reported today that wholesale prices of farm products 
and processed foods and feeds dipped 3.9 per cent 
following a 6 per cent drop in September. But the two- 
month decline still did not offset an all-time high 
increase of 17 6 per cent in August. 
While food prices were going down last month, 
wholesale industrial commodity prices— considered a 
more reliable indicator of economic trends— shot up 
1.2 per cent. That was the largest increase since last 
April and about four times the rate of monthly 
increase that prevailed for a number of years before 
1973. 
The Bureau of Labor Statistics said the overall 
Wholesale Price Index (WPI) declined 0.5 per cent 
last month following a 1 8 per cent drop in Septemltr 


... industrial prices rise 


—the first time in two years the WPI went down two 
months in a row 
The lower wholesale food prices brought prospects 
for lower retail prices Retail food prices went down 
0.7 per cent in September and presumably will show a 
further drop when the October consumer price report 
is made public later this month 


Higher prices for such fuels as gasoline, home 
heating oil, residual fuel used in power plants and 
other refined petroleum products accounted for more 
than one third of the overall increase for industrial 
commodities. Refined petroleum products went up 7.2 
percent. 
Costs for electric power, liquified petroleum gas 
and bituminous coal also rose 
Higher prices on 1974 model passenger cars and 
trucks accounted for most of a 1.2 per cent increase in 
the transportation equipment index, the BLS said. 
Prices also went up substantially for clothing, tex­ 
tiles, metals, and chemicals, but fell for lumber, hides 
and skins and crude natural rubber.

law graduate with a bedrock 
voice, is an Eor. He was, in 
1954, a witness to the first 
hydrogen bomb detonation 
He doubts now that either

the modesty of its other 
environmental 
impacts 
have 
been 
credibly 
demonstrated, 
either 
by 
PG&E 
or 
the 
Atomic 
Energy Commission PG&E 
and the AEC think they 
have. Hence the debate. 
Sharpe has, sinece 1971, 
been an intervenor in the 
succession 
of 
Diablo 
environmental hearings on 
behalf of a small group 
calling itself the Scenic 
Shoreline 
Preservation 
Conference. It’s a name that 
rings 
with 
the 
fateful 
anonymity 
of 
the 
case 
names in the hallways of 
environmental 
precedent, 
names like “ Friends of 
Mammoth" and “ Calvert 
Cliffs 
Coordinating 
Committee." 
But, at Diablo at least, the 
SSPC,

1 served as a good education 
for many and brought government spending to the

Missing graveyard found 


NORTONVILLE, Calif. <UPI) —Jane Oliver, wife of a 
Welshman who worked in the coal mines of California a 
century ago, won’t be in an unmarked grave any more. 
Mrs. Oliver’s headstone will be placed where it belongs, 
and this ghost town’s churchyard will be restored to its 
appearance in 1880 when Mrs. Oliver died at the age of 39. 
Last week, a California Highway Patrolman found the old 
headstone in a roadway near Concord. Calif., about 15 miles 
away. 
The inscription said it belonged to Jane Oliver and she 
died March 17,1880, at the age of 39 years and 6 months. 
Local historians, trying to return the stone to its proper 
place, found the following death notice in the Oakland 
Tribune for March 25. 1880: 
“ Oliver —in Nortonville, Contra Costa County, March 17, 
Jane, wife of Thomas J. Oliver, a native of Merthyr Tydfil, 
Glamorganshire, South Wales, aged 39 years and 6 
months.” 


New light tank unveiled

There is nothing wrong 
with the North-South bid­ 
ding. North certainly has a 
sound raise to two spades and 
no one can blame South for 
jumping right to game. 
The fact that South has no 
real play for his contract, has 
nothing to do with the cor­ 
rectness of the bidding. If you 
never go down at a game con­ 
tract you won't incur many 
penalties but you will lose a 
lot of games and rubbers 
more enterprising bidders 
would win. 
There is nothing wrong 
with West’s lead either. No 
suit has been bid but spades 
and it is less likely that a lead 
from a queen turns out to be a 
disaster. This time it does be­ 
cause if West led any other 
suit he would be sure of mak­ 
ing a diamond trick later. 
South should win the dia­ 
mond with the 10 spot. There 
is no point in a false-card 
play here. 
It is up to South to lead one 
of his high trumps. Which 
one? Not the king surely. If he 
leads it and West holds the 
ace he will take his ace; lead 
a second diamond and give 
his partner a ruff to defeat 
the contract. How about the 
10-spot? Equally undesirable. 
If West has the ace he is very 
likely to figure out just what 
South is up to. 
South’s best hope is to lead 
the queen. West may decide 
that South’s trump suit is 
headed by queen-jack-10. In 
that case it is up to West to 
duck. Of course, even this 
play isn’t too likely to work 
but it does give South his best 
chance.

NEW YORK (U P I) - Jim Palmer, whose 10 straight wins from July 6 to 
Aug. 26 and 22 victories during the season prevented the Baltimore Orioles’ 
pitching staff from collapsing, was named the American League’s Cy 
Young Award winner today by the Baseball Writers Association of 
America. 
Palmer, who has compiled a 99 42 five-season record since his career was 
threatened by a sore arm in 1968. won the award by a 26 point margin over 
Nolan Ryan of the California Angels Jim Hunter of the world champion 
Oakland A s was another 10 points behind in third place. 
The top three were followed in order by John Hiller of the Detroit Tigers 
with six points, Wilbur Wood of the Chicago White Sox with three, Jim 
Colborn of the Milwaukee Brewers with two and Vida Blue of the A s. Bert 
Blyleven of the Minnesota Twins and Gaylord Perry of the Cleveland 
Indians with one each. Perry was the AL’s pitcher of the year in 1972 when 
he had a 24-16 record 
Palmer, who said during the World Series that he thought he deserved the 
award, had a 22-9 record and led the league with a 2 40 earned run average. 
He was the only Oriole starting pitcher who pitched consistently throughout 
the season and his 10 straight victories from July 6 to Aug. 26 kept his team 
in contention in the AL’s Eastern Division race.

Pigs vs. Freaks in freakish pigskin battle

WASHINGTON (N EA ) 


The East Lansing, Mich., police force had a real battle on 


their hands on a recent Sunday. Long-haired, bearded, 
grass-smoking street kids, out for revenge, were slamming 
cops to the ground indiscriminately. “ Pig! Take that, you 
pig!’’ the defiant youths shouted. 
The men of law, aided by three F B I agents, retaliated 


viciously, butting their antagonists in the gut with hard 
helmets. The air was filled with shouts and jeers. 
Medics tended the wounded, some of whom had been 


spiked. It was a bloodbath, a violent encounter. But when 
the fracas ended with the defeat of the local police, both 
sides shook hands, patted each other on the shoulders and 
retired in peace to drink beer at the Beggar's Banquet, a 
nearby pub. 
It was not a student-police riot with a kinky conversion. It 


was the fourth annual Bull Bowl, a football contest between 
the police “ Pigs” and the student “ Freaks.” The Freaks 
avenged their last year’s defeat with a sudden death field 
goal that put them ahead, 9-6. 
The Bull Bowl had its beginning in hostility. During the 


summer of 1970, long-haired Chuck Rose, a recent 
Michigan State graduate, was lobbing a football with a few' 
friends on the East Lansing high school athletic field. It 
was innocent and harmless fun until someone called the 
cops to oust the ‘hippies.’ 
Patrolman Mike Harrington answered the summons. He 


was burr-headed, musclebound — and armed. “ A mild, but 
heated argument ensued,” Max Patterson, a campus cop, 
recalled “ And Rose resisted ejection. He challenged Har­ 
rington to come back without his gun and settle the dispute 
on the field.” 
It wasn’t a friendly beginning. Both parties felt they had 


a point to prove. But when 12,000 spectators, paying $1 
apiece, filled the high school bleachers, it was obvious that 
the Pigs and the Freaks had successfully united a com­ 
munity. 


The Bull Bowl quickly became a community project. 


Cooperation blossomed in what was once a weed patch of 
conflict. Michigan State gladly donated Spartan Stadium, 
complete with groundskeepers, officials and ticket-takers. 
Businessmen provided equipment, printing facilities, pro­ 
motional assistance and some even joined the Freaks’ 
team. 
St. Judes’ Hospital in Memphis, Term., was selected as 


the beneficiary. This year the Aid to Leukemia-Stricken 
American Children (ALSAC) received a $48,000 check from 
comedian Danny Thomas after the game. 


The spectators didn’t need a program to identify the two 
teams. The Pigs were the gooa guys, dressed in white. A 
small red porker was stenciled on their headgear, and their 
jerseys bore the proud label — ’’P-I-G-S”. 
The Freaks were in menacing black. Long hair, pony 
tails, and flowing beards spilled from beneath helmets im­ 
printed with a single distinctive marijuana leaf. 
The spirited supporters of each team were represented. 
The Pigs had establishment cheerleaders but the Freaks' 
fans were more spontaneous. Cold Duck corks flew thrQugh 
the air and joints of grass were passed from hand to hand 
with a freedom made possible only because the East Lans­ 
ing police force was otherwise occupied on the field of play. 
I want to watch the game films so I know whose license

lates to watch for,” laughed one campus patrolman who 
ad suited up. 
Despite the lighthearted aspects of the annual game, it 


was a serious contest. All four games have been close, low 
scoring, with the outcome decided only in the final minutes. 
The Freaks lead the series, 3-1. 
At last year’s Bull Bowl, Duffy Daughtery was 


enthusiastic. “ I can’t believe it!” he was heard to comment. 
But it was uncertain whether he meant the caliber of foot­ 
ball offered by the Pigs and the Freaks, or whether he 
meant the loving community effort that made the game a 
charitable success.

Paper shortage 


We are asked frequently lately, “ how's 
the paper shortage?" 
The answer is simple. It is no better. It 
is predicted to become worse. 
Newspapers throughout the country, and 
many abroad, are watching helplessly as 
the newprint supplies dwindle and the 
prices soar. Per ton costs of newsprint 
have gone from $175 to $200 in just the past 
six 
months 
and 
indications 
are 
that 
another $25 will be added after the first of 
the year. 
Mills are operating at or near capacity 
but very little additional capacity for the 
production of newsprint is on the horizon 
for the next few years. Except for one new 
machine for reconstituted newsprint in 
California and one machine in the South,

there are no other projections for new 
supplies south of the Canadian border in 
the next few years. 
Newspapers throughout the country are 
now taking conservation steps designed to 
save 
their 
newsprint 
without 
serious 
d a m a g e 
t o

responsibilities. 
The Lompoc Record has taken its steps 
towards the conservation of its newsprint. 
They were not easy decisions but in light of 
reports, they were drastically necessary.

that

Israelis to stop short of destroying 
the Egyptian ill Corps with 20,000 
men on the east banx of the Suez 
Canal. The army could have been 
destroyed by direct attack or by 
denying them food and water in the 
fierce neat of the desert. Convoys 
d escrib ed 
by 
Ki ss in ge r 
as 
humanitarian 
have 
relieved 
the 
Egyptian troops. 
Kissinger 
was 
convinced 
that 
destruction of the III Corps would 
have greatly inflamed blood hatreds 
and have made a fifth Arab-Israeli 
war inevitable. This Israeli victory 
would have been costly to Israel as 
well as to Egypt. It is the denial of 
such a “victory,” as construed in 
Jerusalem, 
that 
has 
embittered 
feelings 
among 
many 
Israelis 
toward the United States. 
But it would have foreclosed any 
hope of a peaceful solution beyond 
the confused cease-fire with its 
indeterminate lines. That solution 
may, in any event, be beyond hope. 
The belief in Egypt is that Kissinger 
is 
bringing

briefcase 
a 
miraculous answer to the conflict 
that has seen four wars in one 
generation. 
There 
is 
no 
miracle

secretary’s dispatch box that can 
bring a quick peace. He must rely on
